Tho prosont is not iv time in whlLh 
to plaoo now burthonw on tho backs ol 
iho pooplo, no luultor how laudivblo 
tho objoot sought to bo attaiiiod may 
bo. Immediatoly uj)on tho lu'rival of 
Qovornor Se^'inour, tho Customs' Law 
of Brilish Uolumbia will extend to 
this Colony, and our pooplo will not 
only Imvo to moot tho advanced rate 
on all goods entered from foroign 
ports, but tli'^y must, in addition, pay 
tho one por cent, tux op roal ot tate, 
ono-half of ouo pov cent, on ail 
morohandiso salos, tho salary tax, tho 
liquor liconso, and host of spooial taxes. 
It will therefore bo seen at a glance 
bow baavy the tazatioo in this Colony 
will be until tbo LogiBlativo Oounoil 
shall have mot and roliorod us of 
direct taxation, — and ovoa when thoy 
have done so, , any action thoy may 
take can not havo a - retrospeotivo 
effect; and apply to tho taxes for 
the proseab fiscal year. So that 
oar people will really be doubly taxed 
for some xaootbs, , for, in addition to 
the direct taxes now levied in this ' 
Oolooy, we will pay the indirect taxes 
now levied in British Oolambia — which 
arc in thocosolvos suffioiontly heavy to 
crush all who havo to pay them. 
In tbo midst of tho present linaucial 
distress— with banks contraoting 
and houses failing — with Sv>0,000 oi 
last year's colonial taxes still unpaid — 
with another largo amount of nnro- 
deomod real catato, sold a year ago, 
about to bo foi-foitod tor tho non- 
paymont of tho ono por cent, rate — 
and with tho Sheriff pressing and dis» 
training to eolloct old taxoa — along 
comos tho 3Iunicipal Council wich a 
by-law levying new taxes, by which 
thoy hopo to draw !;S000 from tho 
citizous of yiotoria for tho in provo- 
mont of stroots and sido-watks, 
and tho support of the Firo Depart'- 
mont.

LiLLOOKT, Oct. 24, 18GG- 
Mkssrs Editors :— In my letter on tho 
I^illooot election, I was made to say tho 
oriijinul and only genuine city of Lillooet 
voted on tho winuiiif; aide, evidently a mis- 
print, for "city" read "Fritz," and then you 
will havo an item really worth tho knowledge 
uf the world.

It may not 
bo generally known that tba quantity of flour 
producud by tlio two mills in this town, and 
tbiU ai Dog (;rcek, on the Frascr, in this 
district, will, with a very little help from tbo 
outLiido markets, ba sullicient to support tho 
warjtH c( tho whole upper country until wlieut 
comes in again. This works quite a change 
in commercial lualtors. All from tho ateam- 
boat men to the wharfnnger, will "slip up" 
on former earnings. Tbo Uovornmant tullfl 
will bo fully fifty thousand dollars loag on 
produco raised, in Nvbat ia termed the J>illoo- 
Bt district, on tho two main staplea of the 
working miners faro — flour and beans ; of 
tbo latter, I believe all have found a ready 
market: While we can oommiserate witb 
tbo wbarGngers ico., gettiag "steamboated" 
in their receipts, tliere is the salislaotion of 
having the carrent value of six to sevoo buu" 
dred Ibousaod ponnda of bteadstnfT held by 
our people, who have hitherto been obliged 
to remit a much larger sam yearly for a 
foreign article. 

Tho attuution of tho United Colonics may 
perhaps soon wake up to the face of the Fub- 
slanliality of this Buction. Whilo cuinmer- 
ciul men have been "caving" all over tho 
country, our farmurs have beiin griulimlly 
building up a consolidated afUiiGiico. \\'fj 
havo purhaps fitly thousund doUurti in vari- 
ous mill property, and on some ranches as 
much as sixty thousand dollars havo been 
spent in improvegaents. Add to these 
tbo value of the yearly insrease on live 
stuck, and if you do not come to the con- 
clusion that wo are the making in embryo uf 
a great people, you and your bumblo servant 
won't agree.

The country is slowly drawing ahead out 
of the financial diffionltics in which it has 
been so long involved, 'i'ho rate of interest 
is yradually falling, the Funds are going up, 
and good investments are rai)idly rising in 
value. Conliduuco in the establislirricnls 
a 111 companies which havo endured tlu; 
diuiyerH of the crisis withuut lliDchiu:; ban 
lit.'un resloreil in inatiy iustauros, ami in ;:iiiiu 
lia.H [uobubly bocurnu more assured than 
''V! :■. It is u period v/hen, if ovur, maxims 
ol (dilution and principles of Ejcurity ciui be 
safely inculcated, and as c new period, morL' 
or less extended, of financial oaso is boforo 
tho country, it becomes expedient to arrange 
sDino plan to avoid, if possible, the oaueoa 
hieb bava hitherto led to wido-epread 
ruiu and loss. There are signs about the 
aat crisis which must lead ua to regard it 
us rnoro severe, and our osoapo from it us 
liopi.'ful, than in former instances, and 
llie coinmereu and trudo of no country could 
,'iiduro a aueeession of quickly reouiriug 
ihoeks such ua wo have passed tbrougu 
luriuf! lliis year. 

One feature of recent financial failuroa or 
ddlieulties seems to bo tho abscaoo in so 
many enterprises of a sutlicieat reserve with 
wbioh tbe demands of credliors oaa be met. 
or oourso, a company which is not doing woll 
has no right to laainiaio a large reserve, as it 
would thus only render its existence more 
ccstly, and sink more of tho money of ita 
'jnlorlunato uharcboldcrs. Tho inain'tonnnoo 
of a con-<iderabli! reserve is cortaiuly expun- 
aivo. livery milliou ol liaiik of Kngland 
iiolea or (if bullion kept us a reserve involves 
a loss when thu lulu of iulerest is ten per 
i:eni| of one luiiiilriHl iIujusulhI pounds pi;r 
annum. There ia, lliercloro, u great teiiiijta- 
tion to bank (lireet<)r,s und managers ol otlier 
|oint Htoek coinpanios to lessen their unpro- 
ductive reservu as much as possible. When 
they use Consols und Exchequer Bills as a 
roservo fund, there ia of course not (juilo .«o 
great a loss ; but witb present rates uf inter- 
est there h certainly no profit and if thoy nro 
sold Bt tho lowest point thoy aro o.xpenaivo. 
Besides, such securities iiro not monoy, nor 
irnmediatoly convortiblo into it, especially for 
iirovincial banks. Their palo in a crisiii 
oiiuses more d'Jprosaion and uncaflinnta, al- 
i!iou,i;li undonbtodly the cesLialion uf tlie 
euiloiii ol holding thcin as u reserve would 
inivu coiiHidurablo effect upon their uiarki;! 
prioo. It would, bowoYor, ovidontly bo vci^^ 



desirable, for tho prevention of bank panics, 
that each establlshmont should bold a con- 
siderable cash reserve, not only in difficult 
liniea, hut as a general rule. At present, 
when tbo money-market ia easy, ond the 
'ate paid for it low, tho groat deposit banks 
hardly hold any cash reserve, and conae» 
qucintly the number of notes hold by them 
and tho public falls low, as also does tho 
Bank of England bullion. When a pressure 
oomnieuoes every bank seeks to etrengthon 
itself, and ihoro ia a struggle for cash, whioh 
is retained in iho greatest quantity at a 
period when it is moat espensiva. The ar* 
rungeincnt thus, perhaps, forced upon tho 
banks by competition with eaoh other would 
not pay if panics became more frequent or 
less (juickly over. Even os it is it possosBCS 
pecuniary disadvantages for tbcao inatitu- 
tiiuia which use it, and it greatly intonsifies 
the crisis to tho rest of tho community. 

Under tho present syBtom, tho. English 
joint-atock banks, when thoy do maintain a 
huge currency reserva, hold only bank-notes; 
and as their doing so obliges (he Bank of 
England to hold a corresponding amount of 
gold, the practice, if generally followed, 
would render a panic loss likely, but might 
slightly curtail joint-stock bank dividends in 
quick times. Another result of tbo partial 
and irregular mainteoance of a curronoy rci* 
crve by ordinary banks is that those which 
aro fairly are almost' eqaalljr iDoonvesieziocd 
b; a crisis as with others wbioh trade with 
all tho capital deposited with them, and 
wliieh aid in bringing on tho difficulty. The 
absence of monthly returns by tho banks of 
their condition makes it possible and even 
profitable for sonio of them to cast the bur- 
don upon their neighbours. 

Thu 'danger of panics will bo greatly 
IcssL'ned wh:3u the community loarn to in- 
vest their savings for tliumsolvos, instead of 
placing them in the hands of bankors. At 
tho same time, if wo have great banks of 
d.'posit, thoy ought to ho compollod to bold a 
ounsiderable' amount of cash,- and not add 
to tbe panic, when it comes, by seeking 
their supply at a period of difhonlty.

Not to speak it iirofanely, the stumping 
season appears to be sotting in wilh oven 
more lhan its usual severity. During tho 
spring recess, the nulhors and proniotora of 
ibe abortive Reform Bill ol last session, de- 
voted tbo period inleuded for rest and recrea- 
tion le the vigorous und laborious stumping 
of llie Provinces, with .iie design of prodnC" 
ing at least a show of arlifioinl agitation, 
lint a few spasmodio movements were ail 
that followed, and the Bill met with its natn< 
ral and inevitable fate when Parliament re- 
sumed its sittings. There was notoriously no. 
real genuine demand for Reform in tho coun- 
try — least of all for tho crude and imperfect 
moasura which, by a atrango mi.inomer, had 
tho word "Ilaform" prefixed to it in its popii- i 
lar title. There is no such demand now, and 
we venture to prediel thai there will bo no 
eueli demand in irie proximale fnturo. In 
1832 all classes were unanimous in ileniand- 
ing the lleforui Bill, and only a fraoiion of 
one class was opposed to it. 4/ * * Hat, 
in a time of proaperily like tbo present, with 
the pro.speot of at least an average harvest 
and nourishing trade, when all classes have 
so iiuieh reason to bo satisfied with their lot, 
and even the poorest find no ditfioulty in ob- 
lainiog Work at good wage?, there is littlo to' 
be apprehended Ircn any artificial eSbrts to 
galvanize the laboring population into the 
fervor ot rovolutionary passion. 

Besides, if we may tal;o Ihe resolutions of 
the great liinningiiam Kel'orm Denonstr.^- 
tion us a lau sample of tha moans of agitU" 
tion to be employed, those moans are so 
transpareotly fallacious thai wo canr.ol sup- 
pose tho intelligence of tho working classes 
at all likely to be imposed upon by them. 
These resolutions speak of the icjcction by 
tbo House of Oommons of the Relorui Bill, 
as if that bill bad been rejected beeaiiso it 
was a Reform Bill; whereas every working 
man whu interested himself the least in ihe 
matter, and read the di'batos, mint know 
perfectly well that it was not rejeetoii on 
llial ground, bill because it was a bad Kolbrui 
Bill. The iuv:t po-ition taken up in Ihfae 
reijOiUlioiis is equally uiiteiiablo. The' pre.soir 
llou.ie of Commons is declared not lo enjoy 
tho confidence ol the nation because it di'l 
not pass tho crude and iinporfoot bill which 
bad beau laid bif ut! il. Is it too much to 
say that nine tenibs of tho nation held in 
substance precisely thO'same views respeot- 
ing this abortive meagre which were held 
by the House of Commons ? Aftor this, 
there fdl lows the curious tion sc'iiiilnr, tljiit 
liii'rel'oie " tin,' re-oiuliouisls pledge them- 
selves 10 agitate lor, and use all lawful 
nirlho.ls 1) oljt.iiii, [esi'leiitial manhood 
siillrn|,'e as the only just basis of repteseuia- 
li'/ii, ami the ballot lo proti et llioiii Irooi un- 
ilui! iulliience and iritiiiiiilatiori at olreli. > n s. 
Till- IS a very reinarkali'e aiiiiounci.'iiKiit iii- 
lieed. ,'\ceurding to the lirst [lart ul Ihn re- 
solution, tile nation, " the Commons of Ijreal 
IWilain," wero salislied wilh the Uelurm Bill 
of last session, and dissatisfied with the House 
oi Commons for not passing il.
